Kaotacky Crop Report. 

The monthly report of crop 
conditions in KentQcky for the 
month of June at complied by 
Commissioner of Agriculture 
Rankin is given to the public 
this week. Tbe report is as foN 
lows : • 

There has been sn anasnal a- 
mount of rainfall, bo much po 
that many farmers have been 
greatly hindered in their work. 
In many sections it has been too 
wet to plow and weeds are grow- 
ing verynipMty. great deal 
of ground was not ready for the 
crops at planting time on account 
of so much rain. 

The greater i)art of the wheat 
crop has been cat bat some re- 
mains yet aneot owing to the un- 
favorable weather. At this time 
last year all of the wheat bad 
been eat Mid threshing bad com- 
menced. The drouth of last fall 
caused » soMller acreage of wheat 
sown and also hindered its 
growth. The St^ite entomologist 
reports the appearance of Male 
and MQj pen^DS report rust 
and bUgllt, owing to wet weath- 
er. 

The largest acreage ot corn has 
been planted in Kantaeky that 
has l)^en planted for years, with 
the possible exception of 1908, 
then dm in a large measure to 
the cutting OOt of the 1008 to- 
bacco oKtp. This year all corn 
has been plaBtBd in good time 
and the prospects are for a very 
large crop. Last year's oat crop 
wsM a oompMe ftdltflw, but the 
prospects this year are for a large 
yield and good crop. No traces 
of rost'haTe been reported so Uf. 

More alfalfa is beidg planted 
each year and the crop is being 
better understood than ever t>e- 

fore. Farmers are ez|^riment« 

ing 4nd are learning that this is 
the best-paying crop almost that 
can be raised on the farm. The 
condition of alfalfa is Kpiendid. 
The first cutting was uiadeiuMay, 
and many oropahave been olipped 
the second time. ProBpects are 
that five cuttings will be obtained 
from alfalfa this yaar in many 
sections of the State. 

Better prospects are for clover 
at this time than has been for 
years, although a little late. 

Horses, mules and hugs are 
selling. Oattle are aelling about 
the uBual price with an increase 
in nombers over last year. .
